The First Bridge 
The movement for a bridge on 
the site of John W right’s old ferry 
takes us back to the turnpike era. 
Travel and transportation had be­ 
come so great in volume that 
it 
could not be properly handled by 
the 
limited 
facilities of a ferry; 
besides it was sometimes hindered 
by ice for a considerable period 
of severe weather. 
On M arch 28, 1809, the legisla­ 
ture of Pennsylvania passed an act 
incorporating a company for build­ 
ing a bndge to span the Susque­ 
hanna river between Columbia and 
Wrightsville. The act was approved 
by Governor Snyder, and commis-

Before the advent qf Hie ra il­ 
roads, transportation from point to 
point was by horse-drawn wagons. 
The Conestoga wagon was then in 
its heyday; it was first built in Lan­ 
caster county in the Conestoga sec­ 
tion, and hence the name.
